HISTORICAL ACCOUNT OF THE INSTITUTION

The noble and hereditary ORDER OF BARONET, 
nlitcfa is peculiar toGreatBritain and Ireland was institutetl 
hy Chu'ter, URder the Privy Seal, id die nindi year of the 
United Monarchy. The splendid events which ushered 
and mark, the commencement of the seventeenth citntury aa 
ftii era in the gcni^ral history of Europe, was accompanied 
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by one which more particidarly distu^uiahes it as the date 
of a brighter period in the amiab of our domestic history. 
The public mind, mifettered by the Reformation, had at 
length awoke from the sleep of centuries to be directed to 
the highest achievements in every department of art and 
science. Whilst the ditoovery of the Western world had 
superadded to all the resources of the past outlets to 
wealth and enterprise such as ambition in the hey-day of 
her youth had never dreamt of. The schoolmaster had 
begun universally to get abroad : and the foundations were 
laid of that growing structure of civil polity, which, matured 
by the moral and physical energies of intervening genera- 
tions, has, in our own day, attained to a height of unex- 
ampled greatness. At such a moment, and amidst the 
unbounded satisfaction of all his subjects, " The Rycht 
Excellent Hie and Mychtie Prince" James, by the grace 
of God, King of Scotland, was called to extend a sceptre 
of prosperity and peace over three ancient and hitherto 
hostile Kingdoms ; and to gather into one, under the dynasty 
of the House of Stuart, those noble dominions which 
constitute the best and mightiest Empire in the world. 
Considering the brilliant character of the times, and the 
enlarged relations of the existing society, it will not appear 
surprising that a more than ordinary distribution of re- 
wards and titles should have been deemed appropriate to 
the occasion: or that, to promote and consolidate the 
Union, it should have been thought expedient to surround 
" that blazing fount of honour, the British Throne," with 
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the cordon conservatif of a new order of nobility ; whose 
services should thus be bound in allegiance to the venerable 
inslJtutiDnB of the state, as well as incited to forward and 
extend whatever should best effect their country's good 
and glory. At the same time it was found to be incon- 
venient that the extensive and distinguished circle whom 
it was proposed by this ennoblement to embrace, should be 
possessed of the political privilege of having a share in the 
legislature. Accordingly, with an exception counter- 
balanced by admission being left open to the Third Estate 
in the realm, it was resolved 
mencement of tliis auspicious reign by the 
order which should combine the ennobling and hereditary 
honours of the peerage, with the personal and dignifying 
disdnctions of knighthood. The honourable Degree or 
Estate of Minor Baron or Baronet, which comprises all 
these properties, was. In consequence, erected ; and that it 
might not only be a reward for services done and past, hut 
give an impulse and specific direction to patriotic phi- 
lanthropy, the institution was primarily designed for and 
directed to promote the benefit of the Union by forwarding 
the important purpose of the settiement and civilization of 
the north of Ireland ; which had long hi 
and seminarie of treasons, rehelli 
and was at the time in a deplorably disorganized and 
depopulated condition, far this purpose which issued, 
and that almost immediately, in the great advantages pro. 
jected, each individual elevated to the Baronetage, bcsido 
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the " profer of lyfe, fortune, and estate" in the cause, paid 
at his creation, into the hands of government, a sum of 
money sufficient to raise and maintain thirty foot soldiers 
for the period of three years. But subsequently the 
Order, which at first was limited to two hundred in 
number, was extended indefinitely ; the clause as to bur- 
nishing men and means became nominal ; and the title was 
conferred less for good prospectively to be done, than to 
reward eminent services of every descripti<m. 

The Baronetage of England, extending iVom the ninth 
year after the Union of the Crowns, viz. 1 Gil, to the Union 
of the Kingdoms, in 1707; and which comprises, according 
to the list given, two hundred and twenty existing members, 
has enrolled, from its commencement, nine hundred and fifty 
ennobled families. The dignity was, by its royal founder, 
first conferred upon the premier Baronet, Sir -Nicholas 
Bacon, of Redgrave, in the county of Suffolk ; and, after- 
wards, upon two hundred and five gentlemen, almost all of 
whom were the heads of ancient and influential families. 
Charles the First augmented the roll to four hundred and 
fifty-eight; Charles the Second, to eight hundred and eighty- 
five ; James the Second, to nine hundred and four ; William 
and Mary, to nine hundred and forty-one ; and Anne, to 
nine hundred and fifty. Previously to being elevated to the 
higher and hereditary title, the dignity of knighthood had 
either been conferred upon e%ich, or else his majesty^ 
" further to ampliate his favour," subsequently knighted 
such as had been omitted. And so essential was this con- 



junct honoui considered to be to the dignity of the Institu- 
tion, that, — besides being bestowed, at the moment, upon the 
eldest sons of such Baronets as happened to be of age at the 
date of their fathers' creation, — it has been transmitted, by 
a special grant, to (he eldest sons and heirs -apparent of alj 
Baronets in perpeluum ; who, upon attaining majority, 
without fees or dues of any kind, except simply giving 
" knowledge thereof to the Lord Chamberlain of the 
Household, or Vice-Chamberlain, or, in their absence, to 
any ofiicer attending Lis Majesty's person," become Equites- 
Aurati, or Knights- Bachelors. A circumstance, according 
to Markhamc, of " ane unparalelled foundation, for whereas 
all other orders aud honours of knighthood doe ever end 
with him who enjoys them, this phtenix is eternall ; — the 
sinders in his seid keiping the honour alyve to the last 
generation. For though no man was ever in this world 
borne a Knight, yet may ihe eldest sone of a Baronet say, 
from hisBwadling cloaths, iff I live to be of aigel must be a 
Knight ;" and one which, ipso jure, makes the institution of 
the Baronetage as complex a dignity as any other estate of 
die nobility ; viz. of Knight and Baronet. 

We have classed the Baronetage of Ireland under the 
same head with tliat of England, because the primary 
object of the two Institutions, together with their im- 
mtmities, insignia, and precedencies are one and essentially 
the same. The Order of Ireland was also erected by 
James the First, in the eighteenth year of his reign, 
years after the other, being expressly designed for to 
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mou the cause of ciril order and proqpeiiqr in that 
eountry; and, in the tenna.of the fiwodatioii, to bea "reward 

for. virtue.*' Such on\y, continuea the .narratioii, being 
eligible who *^ well deserve of the Crown, eidier in war at 
peace : thatao fair a title. of honour descending to posterity 
might incite them to imitate the worth of those a n ce stors , 
upon whom, for their merits, it waa by the Sovereign's 
good grace and • favour bestowed." By letters patent, 
bearing date Dublin Castle, dOth of September, 1619, the 
Institution was founded. Sir . Dominick Sarsfield, Chie^ 
Justice of the Court of Common Pleas, beii^ first ennobled: 
from which time to the Union, in 180lr it was extended to 
upwards of two hundred and three members, of whom only 
one hundred and seventeen exist. ■ 

The Baronets of England, and also of Ireland, were 
granted individually the privilege to bear, as the distinctive 
badge of their orders, an honourable augmentation in their 
coats-armorial ; viz. in a canton, or in an escutcheon of 
pretence, the arms of Ulster ; — ** Argent, a hand senister 
couped at the wrist and extended in pale gules." Being 
the ensigns of the ancient Kings, of the ample and &mou8 
province for whose renovation the institution was projected* 
But as Equites-Aurati, or Knights-Bachelors, they were 
entitled likewise to wear round their necks as an essential 
and unalienable part of ** the addimenta befitting the 
occasion," the. splendid Collar of S S, to which, without 
any impropriety, ^tha badge of Ulster may be appended; 
and flso,. as represented in die blaaon above given, adorn 
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their j^hieklfl^, exteriorly with the saiiie. '* For I judge it 
DO irregularity/' says ope of our first heraldic authorities^ 
** but rather very fit and convenient for all Knight- 
Bachelors as a cognace or badge in their armorial bearings 
to trim and outwardly adorn their shields 9^ an^s with the 
said collar." To the privilege of the original Baronets, 
who were thus, by creation, empowered to adopt these 
insignia and transmit them by the provisions of the institu- 
tion hereditarily with their titles, their successors, the 
Baronets of the present day, have an equal and unquestiona- 
ble right : to which they can superadd former use and wont. 
Supposing, for an instant, that a reason should be required, 
now, for thieir appropriating, and preventing from falling 
into utter disuse, whafwas the proud decoration of the most 
ancient and opce sole degree of Knighthood in the land : 
and which, as a " part and parcel" of the dignities of the 
State, they are bound, as its hereditary custodiars, to keep 
up. In the small medallion, however, appended to the 
arms, (as is represented in the coat of the ancient family 
prefixed, and which is exhibited as a correct model by 
which to augment the arms of these two orders in general, 
with the addimenta appropriate to them) for the purpose 
merely of avoiding repetition, the date of the respective 
creation may be substituted for the hand gules. In 
the Collar of S S, represented below, which is copied 
from a picture of Sir Thomas More, taken by Holbein, 
prior to 1535, in preference to others which we have met 
with where the S S's are either separated by cordons, or 
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gnren much apart, we fiiDow dieezample of modem heralds 
in preferring die «»H«"«l flofren to die oentze tpaoe, 
between portcuDifes, originallj oocopied bj a loae, as 
being more a ppiopr iatte now to an Order which, ainee die 
Union, has extended its nobility orer diree Kii^oms.

This noble Order of Baronet was also projected by 
James the First, for the plantation of Nova Scotia, the 
first Scottish colony beyond the Atlantic. But in conse- 
quence of Lis death it was instituted, in 1635, by Charles 
the First ; who in that year ascended, apparently under the 
most fav'ouiable auspices, the throne of a nation, according

to history, " enjoying a state of perfect prosperity and 
happiness after many yeart ;qf profound peace;" and 
which he would have adoni^ by his numerous yirtues, 
but for the machinations of a miscreant £BMBtioD» which 
overtumdS; for a season the institutions of their eountryi 
and wrote out the lengthened catalo£^e of their yOlaniea 
in their Sovereign's blood. In addition to d^j^e immu- 
nities and precedencies bestowed upon the Bnglish and 
Irish orders, Charles, as if -to compensate for the diminu- 
don of privileges, and loss of personal consequence,- which 
the greater number of the members of this erection had, 
as Barons of their native Parliament, sustained, by the 
removal of the Court from Scotland, — added to this his 
&vourite order of that ** his anciente kingdome,'* the most 
substantial rights ; making the diploma of each fiaronet, 
in virtue of the fundamental purpose of the institution, 
equivalent to a charter to a grant of territory in Nova 
Scotia, amounting to sixteen thousand acres, to be erected 
into a free barony with great and ample privileges attached. 
And was besides afterwards further pleased to distinguish 
it with a portion of the splendid prominence of the Knight* 
hoods of the Garter, of the Thistle, and of St. Patrick. 
By granting like to these collared orders for himself and 
his royal successors, to each Baronet, and heir male in 
perpetuity, a Jewel to be suspended round the neck by an 
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orange silk ribbon : viz. on an oval gold medallion, bearing 
the date of creation, the arms of Nova Scotia enamelled in 
proper colours, — "Argent, a aaltire azure; surmounted 
of another shield or, charged with a lion rampant gules, 
within a double tressure flowered and counter-flowered 
with fleur-de-lis, gules, being the royal arms of Scotland; 
and which last shield is ensigned on the top with an 
imperial crown ; and within a circle going round the same, 
the motto " Fax mentis honestre gloria ;" Glory is the incen- 
tive of an honourable mind. 

This peculiarly distinguished branch of the Baronetage 
are by their LittrEe-Patentcs, Baronets, both of Scotland 
and Nova Scotia. " Baronetti infra Regnum Seotr*, et 
Regionem Novse Scotiae." The territorial grants, how- 
ever, together with the rights and privileges thereunto 
belonging, annexed to the latter clause of the title, and 
which the elder members of this foundation obtained in 
addition to those above mentioned, as a bonus to promote 
colonisation in the latter country ; or in other words to 
urge them on more strenuously in " their noble enterpryse 
in that christian and honourable plantation," &c. fell, from 
the re-asaumption of Nova Scotia by the French, and the 
subsequent troubles in England, into almost immediate 
abeyance. And from the year 1648 and downwards, the 
patents convey only the rights and privileges of the 
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insdtiidoD in thoiter and general tenns. These last having 
heen oonfierred not to promote an object which had entirely 
fiuled, but to reward the ''good and faithful services" 
and " firm fidelity" of diose ennobled to the Housb of 
Stuart. The transatlantic rights and priyil^es, terri- 
torially belonging to the instituticm generally^ have £idlen 
with the ri^ts and privil^es of the kii^ who granted, 
or confirmed, them into a state of prescription, capture, or 
escheat, where necessarily they must remain. 

The premier Baronetcy of this ancient order was con- 
ferred upon the Honourable Sir Robert Gordon of 
Gordonstoun, Vice-chancellor of Scotland, second son of 
Alexander, fifth Earl of Sutherland, May 28th, 1625 ; 
and terminated in Sir William Nicholson of Tillicultry, in 
1707. Comprising upwards of two hundred and eighty 
members, almost all of whom, excepting a few junior 
branches of the peerage, were chiefs of families, whose 
names, illustrated by deeds which have ennobled their 
posterity, had been throughout many generations, in- 
separably interwoven with the most brilliant transactions 
of their country, and who, accustomed in their own right 
to sit in the meetings of the Estates, had ** with justice 
considered themselves as inferior in degree, but members 
of the same order with the titled Lords of Parliament: 
being descended of the old Barons that had power of 
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Pit and Gallows, and who were in reality the nobles of 
X Scotland as much as either Dukes or Earls," Of these, of 
whom one hundred and seventy-nine representatives still 
exist, Charles the First created about one hundred and 
eighteen, for the special purpose of colonizing Nova Scotia. 
Charles the Second and James the Second about one 
hundred between them, for services and fidelity during the 
revolution and restoration. William and Mary about 
thirty-one, for bringing about their accession ; and Anne 
about the same number to reward exertions for promoting 
the Union of the Kingdoms. 

By this latter event the separate orders of England 
and Scotland, and subsequently of Ireland, which in all 
have amounted to about one thousand four hundred and 
thirty-three, of whom five hundred and thirteen now exist, 
were incorporated: the members of each becoming 
Baronets of the United Kingdom, with rank and pre- 
cedence in each respectively according to seniority of 
patent ; and to which dignity all since created have been 
advanced. It is to be regretted that the number of these 
original orders, which, old in ancestral rank, can afford 
to the modern members of the peerage their higher titles, 
and whose " days and deeds" are associated with their 
country's ante-union independence and glory should have 
so greatly decreased. In Ireland this has been more 



patticularly the case, where limitation of the diplomas to 
the heirs male of the body of the patentees generally 
prevail ; but in England and Scotland collateral Buccession 
and that often to heirs male whatsoever niU ensure the 
perpetuity of the order as long as the stately pillar of 
Britiah society shall be surmounted by the Corinthian 
capital of a hereditary nobility and an imperial crown.

Bk the different acta of Union, which were ratified in 
1707 and 1801, and "which provided for a cominunity 
of incernational privileges and advantages for tlie whole 
subjects," the separate orders of Baroaeu of England, 
Ireland, and Scotland, like those of the peerage, became in- 
corporated, — the roll of their national institutions closed, 
and ihey became collectively Baronets of the United King- 
dom. To this conjunct dignity, to which now, indis- 
criminacely of country, accessions are made annually, about 
six hundred and li%-one have been advanced. Of these, 
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beginning with Winford, Baronet, of Grashampton, Anne 
created eighteen ; George the First, forty-one ; George the 
Second, forty-nine ; George the Third, four hundred and 
sixty-nine ; George the Fourth, forty- six; and our present 
gracious Sovereign, up to this date, twenty-eight. 

The Baronets of the United Kingdom enjoy the same 
immunities, insignia, and precedencies as those of the 
original senior institutions of the country, to which, by birth, 
they respectively belong ; with this exception, that such as 
are Scotch, charge their arms with supporters after the 
example of their native order, but take the Ulster instead of 
the Nova Scotia badge. With respect to the individual 
precedencies of the entire Baronetage of the Empire, — 
amounting, according to the lists given, to one thousand and 
twenty-nine members, — they take rank and precedency 
amongst themselves according to seniority of patent. Nor 
can any circumstance alter this arrangement ; for so pro- 
vident were the royal founders that the institution should, 
in all time coming, rest upon an equal basis, that the terms 
of the patents in general run, that each Baronet in suc- 
cession shall enjoy every pre-eminence and privilege which 
the institution has enjoyed during the past, or in future 
may or shall enjoy, " tempore quolibet retro-acto gaude- 
bunt et possedebunt, seu in posterum gaudere et possedere 
poterint." It was befitting the dignity of the First Mon- 
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archy in the world, where the path of honour lies alike open 
to be trode by all, that splendid services should meet with 
a suitable reward. Accordingly, the immunities, insignia, 
and precedencies of this noble institution, though never 
as yet appreciated and asserted by its members as they 
deserve, rest upon as assured foundations, and are secured 
by as well defmed grants and charters as those of any other 
rank or degree in the land. ** Never," says Markhame, 
with feelings which we reverence, not the less that they are 
opposed to the degenerate and levelling character of the 
times into which we have declined, *' had order a founder so 
great, so happie, so absolute. Neither was ever any 
grounded upon consultations and considerations more 
weightie, more necessarie, more religious." Bestowed, in 
the olden time, upon the chosen from *' the most pryme 
and principall rank of gentlemen" throughout the three 
Kingdoms, and, eventually, upon whomsoever have most 
distinguished themselves in the cabinet or field, in science 
or in arts, it is sufficiently illustrious for the Order to say, 
that in our own day it has rewarded the services of him, 
whose name, in an age of literature, shines forth the most 
conspicuous of the brilliant throng ; and another, whose 
eloquent eulogium, as spoken in parliament by one over 
whose urn admiring nations have but lately wept, was ** that 
Europe never produced a more accomplished statesman.

that of the Order in genera], it now possesses, and ever has 
possessed, many names, whose actions, patriotism, and 
worth will mould the character of ages unborn by shedding 
a long tract of splendour through time. 




HIGHTS AND PRIVILEGES 



OF 



tZTj^e 33aronetagf. 



Baronets possess hereditarily the conjunct dignities 
and degrees of Knight and Baronet; with rank and 
precedence next to a Baron of Parliament. 

Baronets are privileged to have *' place, pre-eminency, 
priority, and precedency in all commissions, breves, 
letters-patent, namings, writs ; and in all sessions, con- 
ventions, congregations ; and at all times and occasions 
whatsoever, before all Knights of whatsoever degree — 
chose of the Garter alone excepted, — ^and before all other 
classes or conditions of the community* 

Baronets, according to heralds, ancient writs and 
custom are entitled to be styled " The Honourable." 
And in all commissions, namings, and legal documents, 
should have Sir prefixed to their names, and Knight and 
Baronet after, together with their local territorial designa** 
tion subjoined : as " The Honourable Sir Edmund Bacon, 
Knight and Baronet of Redgrave." 

Baronets of all the orders are, by the ftmdamental 
laws of the institution, Equites-Aurati, or Knights-Ba- 
chelors ; and, ipso jure, as such are entitled to wear upon 
state, and other occasions, the insignia of that most 

H 
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ancient and renowned degree of Knighthood, viz. a massy 
gold ring upon the thumb, golden spurs, and the golden 
CoUar of S S. 

Baronets of England and Ireland, by their patents are 
granted addimenta of honour to their coats armorial, viz. 
Open Helmets, the Badge of Ulster, and Collar of S S. 
Supporters are limited to such as are permitted to wear 
them by special grants.* 

Baronets of Scotland are entitled to blazon their arms 
by the addimenta to their paternal coats of Open Helmets, 
Supporters, Nova Scotia Badge, and Collar of S S. 

Baronets of the United Kingdom, natives of England 
and Ireland, addiment their arms according to their ori- 
ginal orders : such as are Scotch assume Supporters with 
the Ulster Badge. 

Baronets are entitled to have place in the King's 
armies in the centre ; near and about the Royal Standard, 
for defence of the same» 

Baronets at the Universities, enjoy, by the statutes, 
much the same privileges as the higher orders of nobility. 

Baronets are allowed two assistants of the body to 
support the pall at their funerals: a principal mourner 
and four assistants : being the mean between a Baron and 
a Knight. 



* The arms of two ancient Famines are incorporated with the letteF 
press, as accurate models by which the arms of their respective orders 
generally may be charged.

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Collar days of the respective Orders arc the national 
days of St. George, St. Patrick, and St. Andrew. Birth- 
days, and other State occasions. 



The wives of Baronets are, hereditarily, Baronetesses ; 
and enjoy the title of Lady, Madam, or Dame. They 
have rank and precedence even superior to their husbands ; 
viz. before the wives of Knights of the Garter and of all 
other Knights of whatever order or degree. 

Daughters of Baronets have rank and precedence 
before the daughters of all Knights of whatsoever degree. 



Baronets' eldest sons and heirs-apparent upon attaining 
to majority, become, de jure, Equites-Aurati, or Knights- 
Bachelors, and may become so, {fe^ac^o, by simply signifying 
in writing that such is their wish to the Lord Chamberlain 
or any other officer of his majesty's household ; and, as 
heirs of a higher title, may take precedence before all the 
members of that Order of Knighthood by creation. 

The wives of Baronets' eldest sons are entitled to the 
style of Ladies, and take precedence before the wives of all 
whom their husbands precede. 

Baronets' younger sons and their wives have precedence 
next after the eldest sons, and their wives, of all Knights of 
whatever degree, and immediately before Companions of 
the Bath. 



The Order md Degree of Equites-Aurati, or Knights- 
Bachelors, which the eldest sons and heira-apparent of 
Baronetages become, de jure, upon attaming majority, and 
which was mice " an object of ambition to the highest 
princes," is the most ancient of all the degrees of Knight- 
hood ; and, in former times, was the highest and sole 
military dignity. These Knights were distinguished by a 
gold ring upon their thumbs, a massy chain of gold about 
their necks, which, from its form, was called the Collar of 
S S, and g(Jd spurs ; whence their being called Equites- 
Aurati. Higher degrees of hereditary dignity were merely 
local, but this was one of universal honour, a title which 
gave rank and precedence in every kingdom throughout 
Christendom. In its original excellence it gave the right 
to bear supporters and a square banner, which, as a badge 
of distinction, was placed in the paws of the supporters.
